From the alugging it should also have boon at leaat in 105-82555* There is an 
illegible note in the loft margin indicating something 6-24-64* Tliere ia also a date 
11-12-7? (ciuld be a 3). 

While initial diatribution was quite wide other naoea were ad led* I have not een 
many referred to Bvans, who wfite a liaison man, then staying la touch with ^boy* 

Hoover* 8 final note, on his peroonal routing slip, it not dated by him* However, 

J*B* addd a note dated 4/7/64* The p» rsonal note that ^ojver quotes directly doea not 
app*^ar on any of those pages* It oannot have be^.n botwe .n the lines on page 5, noat of 
wh:.oh is ibliteratcd, Howevor", it could have been on the personal stattraents said to be 
attached and not attaohad* 

Althou^ there is a stamp saying It ie exempt under th^* Jen^ral J^c^lae: ification 
Schedule it is apparent that rathe than fleeting the criteria for "indefinite” exemption 
from deolasiilflettion it did not in fact meet the standards for withholding at all* 

( I hope you can keep a record of such things because it can be very helpful in 
litlgation.As a result of a ineeting I had todayi I may be trying to help Snepp, who 
ad^.t derive some benefit from this practise, even if not by ClA in this caae.)
